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ENROLLMENT IN CALIFORNIA PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
HENRY W. MAGNUSON, Chief, Division of Research and Statistics 


Prior to 1946-47, it was the practice of the California State Depart- 
ment of Education to collect annually a report on ‘‘state enrollment.”’ 
Such enrollment has been defined as the number of children enrolling 
in public schools in California for the first time in each school year. This 
enrollment figure has failed to indicate the departure of children from 
schools and from the state and therefore has always been much larger 
than the actual enrollment and larger than the final average daily attend- 
ance computed for the year. 

In October, 1946, an attempt was made to collect figures on actual 
or active enrollment. Active enrollment is defined as the number of chil- 
dren actually enrolled in all the school districts of the state on any given 
date. Figures so obtained are obviously a much closer approximation of 
the final enrollment for the year and have been useful in estimating 
average daily attendance for state apportionment purposes. Other state 
agencies and lay groups interested in school population figures have also 
found the active enrollment figures more useful as an index for their 
purposes. Because the first computation of active enrollment was so 
useful, a similar computation was requested from the school districts in 
March, 1947. The table accompanying this article presents a summary 
of the March data. 

Collecting active enrollment data semiannually will be the policy 
of the State Department of Education in the future and a continuing 
study of pupil enrollment will be carried on through the use of such 
data. This procedure will provide a means for setting up a more reliable 
ratio of school enrollment and annual average daily attendance figures. 
Use of such ratio will greatly facilitate studies of school population for 
estimating state apportionments. 

The following table has been arranged in the same form in which 
the data were collected. It shows enrollment, by type of district, in the 
public day schools of California as reported by the districts of the state. 
It also gives a breakdown of the special classifications of enrollment, 
which are so reported that no duplications occur between these figures 
and those for regular day school classes.

STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION ACTIONS 


The following actions were taken by the State Board of Education 
at the regular meeting held at San Luis Obispo, July 11 and 12, 1947, 
and at the special meeting held at San Francisco on August 18, 1947. 


MEETING oF JuLy 11 Anp 12 

Appointment of Deputy Superintendent of Public Instruction. On 
nomination by the Superintendent of Public Instruction, the Board 
appointed George E. Hogan as Deputy Superintendent of Public Instruce- 
tion for a four-year term as authorized by Assembly Constitutional 
Amendment 36 approved at the general election of November, 1946, as 
Proposition 9 on the ballot. 


Amendment of Requirement for Personal Hygiene Course in Jumor 
College. The Board amended Section 102 (b) (3) of Title 5, California 
Administrative Code to read as follows: 

(3) Two credit hours of community and personal hygiene; except that the 
governing board of a district maintaining a junior college may permit a student, whose 
parents state in writing that the course in community and personal hygiene is con- 
trary to religious beliefs, to substitute a two-hour course in a field or fields specifically 
designated by the governing board of the district in lieu of the required two-hour 
course in community and personal hygiene. 


Approval of California Plan for Vocational Education. The Board 
approved the new five-year California Plan for Vocational Education 
submitted by Julian A. McPhee, State Director of Vocational Education, 
to be effective July 1, 1947, to June 30, 1952. 


Application Form for Credentials. The Board approved a revised 
application form for credentials which includes questions to be answered 
by every applicant. concerning any past dismissals or suspensions from 
teaching positions. 


Revocation of Credentials. The Board, in accordance with Edu- 
cation Code Section 12755, revoked all credentials for public school 
service heretofore issued to Harold R. Durfee. 


Establishment of New Credentials. The Board established a special 
secondary vocational credential in business subjects for part-time 
instructors by adding Article 56 to Subchapter 2 of Chapter 1, Title 5, 
California Administrative Code, to read as follows. 
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Article 56. SPECIAL SECONDARY VOCATIONAL CREDENTIAL IN BUSI- 
NESS SUBJECTS (OTHER THAN TYPEWRITING, SHORTHAND, 
AND BOOKKEEPING) FOR PART-TIME TEACHING SERVICE 


491. Application. An applicant for the special secondary vocational credential 
in business subjects (exclusive of typewriting, shorthand, and bookkeeping) must be 
at least 24 years of age and shall comply with the procedure prescribed for application 
(Section 201) and shall meet the following minimum requirements: 


(a) Submission of a statement signed by an employing authority stating that: 


(1) In personality, training, experience, and leadership the applicant is 
fitted to teach subjects to be named in the credential. 


(2) The evidence under Section (b) has been submitted and verified. 


(3) The employing authority will employ the applicant when he secures the 
credential. 


(b) Evidence, verified by the prospective employer, of three years of appropriate 
successful practical experience by the applicant, part.of which must have 
been secured during the preceding five year period, in an occupation in which 
the content of the subject named on the credential was used or was related 
to the duties performed, and two years of appropriate education beyond 
high school graduation. Experience may be substituted for high school and 
college training on the basis of two years of experience for each year of 
education. 


492. Authorization for Service. The special secondary vocational credential 
in business subjects authorizes the holder to teach part-time the subjects to be named 
in the credential in the secondary schools of the state, provided that in distributive 
occupational subjects the school district may be reimbursed from Vocational Educa- 
tion funds allotted for distributive education when the instructor and the class meet 
the provisions of the State Plan for Vocational Education, Distributive Education 
Section, and the teacher holds a permit authorizing the teaching of such classes as 
provided in Section 206 of the Regulations Relating to Credentials for Public School 
Service. 

493. Term. The special secondary vocational credential in business subjects for 
part-time service may be issued for a period of one year and may be renewed for one 
year periods upon complying with the procedure listed in Section 202 and in addition 
submits the following: 


(a) A recommendation from the school employer or authorized representative 
under whom the applicant worked during the preceding year verifying suc- 
cessful teaching experience on the part of the applicant. 


(b) A signed statement from an employing authority stating that the applicant 
will be employed as a teacher. 


The credential may be renewed for a period of five years upon evidence of suc- 
cessful completion of 12 semester hours of professional courses appropriate for 
teaching vocational business subjects and for five year periods thereafter. 


The Board also established a new provisional general elementary 
credential by adding Article 57 to Subchapter 2, Chapter 1, Title 5 of 
the California Administrative Code. This action was in accordance with 
Education Code Sections 12130.1, 12306, 12400.1, 12402.1, and 13099.3, 
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added by Chapter 329, Statutes of 1947 (Senate Bill No. 530), and 
effective May 21, 1947. The text of Article 57 reads as follows: 


Article 57. Provisional General Elementary Credential 


496. Application. An applicant for a provisional general elementary credential 
shall hold a valid emergency general elementary credential, shall comply with the 
procedure prescribed for application (Section 201—Regulations Relating to Creden- 
tials for Public School Services, and appendage), and shall present: 


(a) Verification of 60 semester units of college work with an average of C or 
better on a five-point scale, completed in an institution approved by the 
California State Board of Education for teacher education, or accepted by 
a California institution accredited for teacher education. 


(b) Verification of two years of successful experience as a teacher under an 
emergency general elementary credential issued by the California State 


Board of Education. 


(c) Statement of intent to embark upon a program leading to the general ele- 
mentary credential in an institution approved by the California State Board 
of Education for the education of elementary teachers. 


497. Authorization for Service. The provisional general elementary credential 
authorizes the holder to serve as a teacher in any elementary school and in grades 
seven and eight of any junior high school. 


498. Term. The provisional general elementary credential shall be issued for a 
period of two years and may be renewed for periods of two years provided the holder 
has within the two years preceding his application for renewal completed not less 
than 12 semester units of work with a grade of C or better on a five-point scale in a 
California teacher training institution accredited by the California State Board of 
Education. 

Each application for the initial provisional general elementary credential, or 
renewal of the provisional general elementary credential, shall be accompanied with 
evidence verifying that the applicant has passed, in a recognized college or university 
or under the auspices of a county board of education in California, a satisfactory 
examination on the provisions and principles of the Constitution of the United States 
or has completed satisfactorily a minimum of two semester hours of work therein in 
a junior college, college or university of recognized merit in California. 

A provisional general elementary credential may be renewed only if the holder 
files with the Commission of Credentials a statement, countersigned by a representa- 
tive of an institution accredited by the California State Board of Education for ele- 
mentary teacher education, that he has embarked upon a program leading to a regular 
general elementary credential. : 

A subsequent provisional general elementary credential may not be issued to a 
person who has allowed his first provisional credential to lapse for more than one year. 


Approval of Establishment of Junior College. The Board, on recom- 
mendation of Superintendent of Public Instruction Roy E. Simpson, 
and under authority of Education Code Section 8812, approved an appli- 
cation from Palo Verde Union High School District (Riverside County) 
for establishment and maintenance of a junior college. 
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Regulations for State Colleges. The Board, acting under authority 
of Education Code Section 20452, added Sections 920 and 921 to 
Article 3, Subchapter 4 of Chapter 1, Title 5, California Administrative 
Code, to read as follows: 


920. Each state college shall provide an appropriate sequence of courses in 
American history, political science, literature, and related fields designed to develop 
the interpretation of basic ideals and the knowledge and skills necessary to intelligent 
and loyal citizenship. 


921. Each student of a state college to qualify for graduation shall demonstrate 
competence in the United States Constitution and American history, institutions, and 
ideals, by passing satisfactorily a comprehensive examination on these fields prepared 
and administered by each college, or by completing and passing satisfactorily an 
examination in an undergraduate course or in undergraduate courses in these subjects. 
Students transferring from other institutions of collegiate grade who have already met 
this requirement shall not be required to take further courses or examinations thereon. 


Approval of Educational Organizations. The Board approved, 
under authority of Education Code Section 4861, the following organ- 
izations as organizations to which membership fees may be paid from 
school district funds during the school year 1947-48:
